Thirtieth Street Station— Thirtieth 
and Arch Streets. 

West Philadelphia Station— Thirty- 
second and Market Streets.

I Inward Graham, the Narberth hope 
to hold the rampant I'aoli Club in the 
Sabbath meeting, came through in 
dazzling style to hang np liis third 
straight mound triumph, and his 
eleventh of the season. We can can- 
didly state that this game, excluding 
the fact that it was a championship 
play, was the most torrid exhibition in 
which Xarberth has participated, the 
scoring maintaining a fluctuating effect 
from start to finish. 

An encouraging feature behind 
1'aoli's success is the great band of 
rooters that attend their performances 
in these bitter conflicts for the league 
flag. Rustic Park, located about one 
mile from I'aoli, isolated and deprived 
of convenient transportation, was the 
scene of the second combat, where 2500 
rooters flocked to view the second of 
a five-game scries for the Main Line 
League title.

The wheels of the gossip factory 
started running; Sunday night, choosing 
as its victim the Ardmore Title and 
Trust Company, one of the Main Line's 
oldest banking institutions. Wild re- 
ports spread by excited foreigners soon 
caused the officers concern. 

But what threatened to be a "run" 
quickly dwindled with the realization 
that the attack was unfounded. Quick 
support from the other Ardmore banks 
also served to restore confidence. 

The rumors originated either in an 
attempt by a frustrated stock gambler 
lo get revenge, or in a deliberate black- 
mail scheme. Whatever the cause, the 
attack failed of its purpose. 

On Sunday and Monday Ardmore 
was flooded by copies of a notorious 
Philadelphia sheet containing an in- 
flamed story against the bank. An 
Ardmore news stand even permitted 
the sheets to go on sale. 

As the papers- were circulated rum- 
ors followed. On Monday a group 



of depositors, mostly foreigners with 
small savings accounts, were awaiting 
the opening of the doors. The sight 
of smiling tellers armed with large 
piles of real money took the wind out 
of the sails of the alarmists, and the 
statement that there was plenty more 
cash where that came from also helped 
to puncture the scare in prompt fash- 
ion. 

John W. Phillips, president of the 
bank, indignant at the scurrilous at- 
tack, expressed gratification at the im- 
mediate evidence of community confi- 
dence. "No bank is immune from an 
unfounded scare of this kind," he said. 
"They are disagreeable, but with- 
drawals arc usually promptly redc- 
positcd when it is realized that there 
is nothing behind it. 

"We are all pleased at the confidence 
shown by the responsible people in the 
community, and at the prompt support 
of the other banks. It is a tribute to 
the real solidity of the Main Line."

Review Old Testament; 

to Study Life of Christ 

The first meeting of the second sea- 
son of the Forum was held at the home 
of Mr. and Mrs. C. Arlcy Farmer, 
Woodbine and Cleveland Avenues, last 
Thursday evening. There was a good 
attendance. Rev. Robert E. Keighton, 
the leader, reviewed the Old Testament 
discussions of last year, touching on 
the important historical and religious 
points in that long chronicle. Then he 
sketched most interestingly the impor- 
tant events in the national and religious 
life of the Jews in the "four silent 
centuries" which intervened between 
the close of the Old Testament, as we 
now know it, and the beginning of the 
New Testament story. 

This talk was preparatory to the con- 
sideration of the life of Jesus which 
had been selected for this season's con- 
sideration, and the latter part of the 
session was devoted to suggestions as 
to the approach to this subject. Mr. 
Keighton recommended that the text 
book for the course be "The Life of 
Jesus of Nazareth," by Rush Rhccs, 
which he said was "sufficiently near 
the centre of the road to interfere with 
traffic going in both directions." He 
said that he would ask the group to 
approach the life of Jesus from the 
literary viewpoint, as history, as a con- 
sideration of Jesus as a man, as a 
psychological study and also in its re- 
ligious significance. 

That seemed to be a formidable pro- 
gram as he outlined it. hut there was 
no sign of abatement of interest on 
the part of the Forum group. Instead 
those present wanted to know how 
soon they could obtain copies of the 
text book so as to be able to read the 
first two chapters which have been 
assigned as a preliminary to the next 
meeting which will be held at 8 o'clock 
on the evening of Thursday, Oetobcr 2, 
at the home of Mr. and Mrs. C. R. C. 
Custer, of 219 Avon Road. These 
meetings are open to all who care to 
attend; nor is it necessary for anyone 
to use the text book in order to join 
them and the discussions.
